Tractor Man’ Sentence Reduced 


WASHINGTON! “Tractor Man” could be a free 
man far sooner than first thought. 

U.S. District Judge Thomas Penfield 
Jackson held a hearing Wednesday in which 
he reduced Dwight Ware Watson’s sentence 
from six years to just 16 months. Watson’s law- 
yer said his release was “imminent.” Watson 
has already served 15 months in prison. 

Jackson cited a Supreme Court ruling 
that came one day after last week’s initial 
sentencing. The high court ruled that only 
juries — not judges — can lengthen prison 
terms beyond the maximum set out in state 


sentencing guidelines. 

Watson, 51, of Whitakers, N.C., drove his 
tractor into a pond on the National Mall on 
March 17, 2003, and began a 47-hour stand- 
off with police, claiming to have “organo- 
phosphate bombs.” Streets were closed and 
traffic backed up for miles over four rush 
hours until Watson surrendered. 

A spokesman for the U.S. attorney’s 
office said the government filed an emer- 
gency motion for Jackson to stay his order 
late Wednesday, calling it a precursor to an 
appeal, derrill holly (ap) 


Saddam 
In Iraqi 
Custody 

War crimes, genocide likely 
charges against ex- dictator 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Saddam Hussein, looking 
thinner after nearly seven months as a U.S. 
captive, was transferred to Iraqi custody 
Wednesday, reducing him to a criminal defen- 
dant in the land he once ruled and launching 
the process of holding him and his hench- 
men accountable for their brutal regime. 

The former dictator and 11 of his top lieu- 
tenants are no longer prisoners of war but 
still locked up with U.S. forces as their jailers. 

On Thursday, the 12 will 
appear before an Iraqi 
judge to hear criminal 
charges likely to include 
war crimes, genocide and 
crimes against humanity. 

President Ghazi al-Yawer 
told an Arab newspaper 
that Iraq’s new govern- 
ment has decided to reinstate the death pen- 
alty, suspended during the U.S. occupation. 

The transfer of legal custody took place in 
secret. Salem Chalabi, director of the Iraqi 
Special Tribunal, said the defendants were 
brought one by one into a room at an undis- 
closed location and informed of the change in 
their status from POW to criminal suspect. 

According to Chalabi, the 67-year- old 
Saddam appeared haggard after his U.S. 
confinement. Saddam said “good morn- 
ing” as he entered the room, listened to the 
official explanation and was told he could 
respond to the complaints Thursday. He was 
then hustled away, fisnik abrashi (ap)

Drug Prices Rise 
3% in Early 2004 

WASHINGTON I Drug makers raised 
prescription prices by nearly triple 
the rate of inflation in the first 
three months of this year — just 
before Medicare began its phar- 
macy discount card program — 
negating much of the savings the 
government promised to seniors, 
according to an AARP survey 
released Wednesday. 

Prices rose by 3.4 percent among 
the top 200 brand-name drugs 
while inflation in general was 1.2 


percent in the first quarter of 2004, 
the study said. It tracked the prices 
pharmaceutical companies charge 
drug wholesalers. 

Most of the top 10 selling drugs 
increased more than the average, 
led by Bristol-Myers Squibb ’s 
Plavix. The price of the blood thin- 
ner increased by 7-9 percent, the 35 
million-member AARP said. 

The Medicare card program 
began in June, although companies 
started advertising their prices in 
April. The Bush administration says 
the average savings on brand-name 
drugs is 11 percent to 18 percent for 
discount card holders, (ap)

Cassini Speeds 
To Saturn’s Orbit 


Scientists expect 
spacecraft to provide 
4 -year tour of planet 

PASADENA, CALIF. | The Cassini 
spacecraft hurtled toward Saturn 
on Wednesday on a mission to 
thread the gap between two of its 
dazzling rings and settle into orbit 
around the giant planet, 900 mil- 
lion miles from Earth. 

Flight scientists at NASA’s Jet 
Propulsion Center said the craft 
was on track to enter orbit just after 
midnight EDT and begin the most 
detailed look ever at Saturn. 

The $3.3 billion mission, funded 
by U.S. and European space agen- 
cies, was designed to give scientists 
at least a four-year tour of Saturn 
and some of its 31 known moons. 
Cassini is scheduled to make 76 
orbits and repeated fly-bys of the 
moons. 

Saturn, the sixth planet from 
the sun and the second-largest.

intrigues scientists because it is 
like a model of the early solar sys- 
tem, when the sun was surrounded 
by a disk of gas and dust. 

Cassini has traveled 2.2 billion 
miles since it was launched in 1997, 
getting gravitational assists from 
Earth and Venus as it caromed 
around the solar system. 

Cassini also carried with it the 
Huygens probe, which will be sent 
into the atmosphere of Saturn’s big 
moon Titan, john antczak (ap) 


USDA Test Clears Animal of Mad Cow 


WASHINGTON | No sign of mad COW 
disease was found in an animal 
that was singled out in preliminary 
screening last week, the Agriculture 
Department said Wednesday after 
a follow-up test. 

Officials declined to provide any 
additional information about the 
animal. 

Test results on a second carcass 


that also was singled out as possibly 
being infected will not be available 
for several days. 

The preliminary test last Friday 
was the first time in 8,587 such 
screenings that the results came 
up “inconclusive,” raising the pos- 
sibility of a mad cow disease infec- 
tion, since the screenings began 
Junel. (AP)

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School Misconduct Cited 


Study estimates nearly 
1 in 10 students subject 
to sexual misbehavior 

WASHINGTON | More than 4.5 mil- 
lion students endure sexual miscon- 
duct by employees at their schools, 
from inappropriate jokes all the way 
to forced sex, according to a report 
to Congress. 

The best estimate available 
shows nearly one in 10 kids faces 
misbehavior ranging from unpro- 
fessional to criminal sometime 
between kindergarten and 12th 
grade, says the report by Charol 
Shakeshaft, a Hofstra University 
professor. 


The report, required by the No 
Child Left Behind law and deliv- 
ered to Congress on Wednesday, is 
the first to analyze research about 
sexual misconduct at schools. 

There have been no nationally 
financed surveys of how common 
sexual misconduct is in school, one 
of many areas Shakeshaft suggests 
must be addressed. She examined 
existing research, finding almost 
900 documents that have dealt with 
the topic in some way. 

Among those, the best estimate 
of misconduct came from surveys 
in 2000 of students in grades 
eight to 11, Shakeshaft said. That 
research found nearly 9.6 per- 
cent of students had been sexu- 


ally harassed or abused by school 
workers. Shakeshaft reanalyzed the 
data and said it could be applied 
to the broad school population, 
meaning more than 4.5 million 
students could be affected. 

Sexual misconduct is defined 
in the report as physical, verbal or 
visual behavior. Shakeshaft did not 
limit her findings to sexual abuse 
because, she says, that would exclude 
other unacceptable adult behaviors 
that can drive kids from school and 
harm them for years. 

The report found teachers are 
the most common offenders, fol- 
lowed by coaches, substitute teach- 
ers, bus drivers and teacher aides.

AL-FASHER, SUDAN I Sudanese refu- 
gees strained Wednesday for a look 
at Secretary of State Colin Powell, 
who came to tour camps and press 
the government to end ethnic vio- 
lence and a humanitarian crisis he 
has called “catastrophic.” 

Powell’s visit came as the United 
States increased pressure on Sudan 
with a draft resolution calling on the 
United Nations to impose an arms 
embargo and travel ban on the 
Arab militias that are blamed for 
attacks against black African rebels 
in Sudan’s western Darfur region. 

Powell and U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan met in 
Khartoum during a rare coordi- 
nated visit aimed at making sure 
the crisis that has forced more than 


1 million people to flee their homes 
and killed 30,000 over the past 16 
months is not ignored. Powell spent 
much of his time during his brief 


visit at Abu-Shouk conferring with 
an official from the International 
Committee of the Red Cross. 
Annan, meeting with Sudanese 


officials, said urgent action was 
needed and that he hoped “to make 
some real progress in the next 24 
to 48 hours.” 

Several people told reporters 
accompanying Powell about relatives 
killed by the Janjaweed — the Arab 
militias that have carried out the 
brutal counterinsurgency. Human 
rights groups have accused the gov- 
ernment of backing the militias in a 
campaign to forcibly remove African 
farmers from the region. 

The United Nations has called 
the situation in Darfur the world’s 
most serious humanitarian crisis. 
But those assessments are sharply 
disputed by the Sudanese. Foreign 
Minister Mustafa Osman Ismail 
said Tuesday night that “there is 
no famine, no malnutrition and

Israeli Court Says 
Disputed Barrier 
Must Be Rerouted 

BIDOU, WEST BANK | Israel’s Supreme 
Court sided with the Palestinians in 
a precedent- setting decision Wed- 
nesday, ordering the government to 
reroute part of its West Bank separa- 
tion barrier near Jerusalem because 
it causes too much suffering.

Marchers to Protest Chinese

11 GIs hurt after base 
attaeked; ear bomb 
injures 2 in Samawah 

BAGHDAD I Insurgents fired mor- 
tar rounds at a U.S. base on the 
outskirts of Baghdad’s airport 
Wednesday, wounding 11 soldiers. 

The base, which is operated by 
the New Mexico Army National 
Guard, has been subject to almost 
daily mortar attacks, but this was 
the first time the attacks caused sig- 
nificant casualties and damage. 

The attack, along with a car 
bomb near a police headquarters 
that hurt two people in Samawah, 
150 miles south of the capital, added 
to the evidence that insurgents have 
no plans of letting up attacks — even 
after the coalition handed sover- 
eignty to Iraqis on Monday. 

Meanwhile, police slapped a 
9 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew on the Shiite 
holy city of Najaf Wednesday, a day 


after discovering about 150 pounds 
of explosives in a white BMW, police 
Brig. Ghalib al-Jazaari said. One 
Libyan man who allegedly entered 
Iraq from Syria to fight U.S. forces 
was detained in connection with the 
incident, al-Jazaari said, (ap) 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS

nesday an investigation of an air 
attack nearthe Syrian border last 
month hita legitimate military tar- 
get, despite claims by survivors 
who said it was a wedding party.

The cleric, Abdullah Mohammed 
Rashid al-Roshoud, is believed to 
have been the chief ideologue for al 
Qaeda in the region, a security offi- 
cial said on condition of anonymity. 

Al-Roshoud, who has called for 
holy war against the Saudi royal 


family and Western interests in 
the Gulf, is the latest high-rank- 
ing member of an al Qaeda-linked 
group killed in Saudi Arabia’s crack- 
down on militants following a spate 
of terrorist attacks on Saudi soil. In 
all, 10 of the 26 most-wanted ter- 
rorists in Saudi Arabia have been 
killed in the crackdown, (ap)

WASHINGTON | Investigators believe 
somebody probably has information 
that could lead to the undoing of 
some brazen bank robbers who have 
been packing heavy firepower. 

Authorities are searching for at 
least three unidentified men believed 
to have pulled off a half-dozen bank 
heists in the District of Columbia and 
Prince George’s County, Md. 

The latest robbery took place 
Tuesday at a SunTrust Bank branch 
in Northwest Washington, where 
investigators said three masked men 
were seen fleeing the bank carry- 
ing what appeared to be automatic 
assault rifles. 

The three men involved in 
Tuesday’s robbery were described 
as wearing ski masks and fatigues. 
Authorities said one of the gunmen 
fired his weapon inside the bank, 
but no one was wounded. 

“These men are ruthless,” said 
Tom Kinnally, special agent in charge 
of the Criminal Division of the FBI’s 
Washington Field Office. “We think 
someone out there knows, or suspects 
they know, who these men are.” 

The FBI is offering a $50,000 
reward for information that leads 
to the identification, arrest and con- 
viction of the suspects. (AP)

Mayor Supports Casino Petition Drive 
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Md. May Ban Snakeheads 


Proposal would bar 
residents from owning 
29 types of the fish 

COLLEGE PARK, MD. I Maryland envi- 
ronmental officials want to make 
it illegal to own a snakehead fish 
in the state, a proposal that comes 
as the potentially destructive fish 
infiltrates the Potomac River and 
other local waters. 

The draft regulation, released 
Wednesday by the Department 
of Natural Resources, would bar 
state residents from possessing 
29 types of the nonnative fish and

their eggs, including the northern 
snakehead discovered in the region. 
Live snakeheads could be kept only 
with a DNR permit. 

State and federal laws ban only 
the importation of snakeheads 
across state lines. It is also illegal 
to introduce them into a state water- 
way. The fish are sometimes sold at 
Asian markets or kept as pets. 

The regulation is intended to 
stem the spread of the voracious 
predator by targeting owners 
who dump snakeheads into local 
waters when they outgrow aquar- 
iums or are no longer wanted.

After4 Years, Rates Go Up 


Fed raises interest rate 
a quarter-point; future 
hikes to be ‘measured’ 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Federal Reserve 
on Wednesday raised interest rates 
for the first time in four years. 
Policy-makers signaled only slow 
increases ahead in the rock-bottom 
rates Americans have enjoyed. 

Wall Street rallied modestly on 
the Fed’s continued promise of a 
“measured” pace for future rate 
increases, with the Dow Jones 
industrial average climbing 22.05 
points to 10,435.48. 


Federal Reserve Chairman 
Alan Greenspan and his colleagues 
announced they were boosting the 
target for the federal funds rate by 
one -quarter of a percentage point, 
to 1.25 percent. This rate, which 
represents the interest that banks 
charge each other on overnight 
loans, is the Fed’s primary tool for 
influencing economic activity. 

The Fed’s decision triggered 
a one- quarter percentage point 
increase in commercial banks’ prime 
lending rate, which also had not 


risen in four years. This bench- 
mark borrowing rate for millions 
of consumer and business loans 
rose from 4 percent, the lowest 
since 1959, to 4.25 percent. 

The Fed’s quarter-point increase 
was the first change since the funds 
rate was cut to a 46 -year low in June 
2003. That had marked the 13th 
Fed rate cut since January 2001, as 
it battled to jump-start an economy 
staggered by a series of blows, from 
a plunging stock market and the 
2001 recession to two wars, (ap)

WASHINGTON | A U.S. appeals 
court on Wednesday unani- 
mously approved the landmark 
antitrust settlement Microsoft 
Corp. negotiated with the Justice 
Department, setting aside objec- 
tions by Massachusetts that sanc- 
tions were inadequate against the 
world’s largest software company. 

In a significant victory for 
Microsoft, the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia ruled 
6-0 that the settlement was “in its 
entirety” in the public’s interest. The 


decision relieves Microsoft’s biggest 
courtroom headache in the United 
States. 

The court applauded provi- 
sions of the complex settlement 
that permit computer makers 
to hide Microsoft’s built-in Web 
browser software so that consum- 
ers can more seamlessly use soft- 
ware from Microsoft’s rivals. 

Microsoft’s top lawyer. Brad 
Smith, said the decision was a “clear 
and emphatic message” that its set- 
tlement was proper, (ap) 


CINCINNATI I Chiquita International 
Brands has taken its bananas to the 
research lab as part of an effort to 
make the fruit more appealing to 
consumers , CEO Fernando Aguirre 
said, envisioning a banana that’s 
possibly flavored with the hint of 
another fruit.

Brit-Hop Busts a Move 


U.K’.s Dizzee Rascal and The Streets show U.S. rappers new tricks 


MUSIC I Those cheeky Brits — give 
them long enough with just about any 
American pop style and they spit it 
back new and improved. 

So it is that two of the best acts 
in hip-hop, the Streets (aka Mike 
Skinner) and Dizzee Rascal (Dylan 
Mills), both on a Thursday bill at 
9:30, are subjects of the Crown. 

Listeners unfamiliar with 
toad-in-the-hole may need to 
bone up on their U.K. slang. When 
on 2002’s “Original Pirate Material” 
Skinner promised a “day in the life 
of a geezer,” he was referring not to a 
retiree driving 35 in the fast lane, but 
to a fellow who’s somewhere between 
a lad, a bloke and a hooligan. 

Having devoted much of his debut 
to the boilerplate bluster requisite to 
hip-hop introductions, Skinner felt 
free to do right by his mates on his 
involving follow-up, “A Grand Don’t 
Come for Free.” 

The disc is at once humbler and 
more ambitious. A vernacular song 
cycle about love, lust and losing your 
drug money, ‘A Grand” is held togeth- 
er by strange-rhythmed, earwormy 
refrains that offer moody settings for 
dovm-at-the-heels storytelling. 

As Skinner, abandoned by his 
friends at a club, sinks into a bad 
trip, dreamlike female harmo- 
nies evoke his smearing vision: 
“Lights are blinding my eyes/ 
People pushing by/Then walk- 
ing off into the night.” 

Skinner’s mock- conversa- 
tional delivery doesn’t flow. 

Like his tracks, his vocals 
hobble on peglegs, stum- 
bling, halting, falling down.

then dusting themselves off again. 
It’s a peculiar form of locomotion, 
but by the end of the night he’ll have 
you believing it’s the only way to get 
around. 

The hormonal spitfire that is 
Dizzee Rascal is the Streets’ stylis- 
tic opposite. Mills’s clipped break- 
neck boasts are placed behind the 
rhythm track, so that Dizzee is bul- 
lied by the big beat of Billy Squier 
on “Fix Up, Look Sharp” and has to 
squeeze through the Chipmunk-y 
chatter of “2 Far.” 

Like Skinner, however. Mills isn’t 
afraid to examine the chinks in his 
armor. He’s never at a loss for words, 
but there are times when his young 
life pains him more than he can say.

The Producers’ is 
the most fun you’ll 
have being offended 

STAGE I Into a town riven by par- 
tisan sniping and identity politics, 
where everyone is careful not to 
offend, where grievances come 
to be flogged, in goose-steps the 
jaw-dropping, offend-’em-all, 
deliriously wrong musical “The 
Producers.” 

And it’s about time, too. While 
New York hoarded this hosan- 
na-reaping stage version of Mel 
Brooks’s grotesque (but fabulously 
funny) 1968 Rim, Washingtonians 
twiddled their thumbs, checked 
their calendars and mortgaged 
the house again for a chance to 
train up and see it. But this pro- 
duction, according to the still- 
breathless-from-laughter rave 
reviews, is reportedly more than 
worth the wait. 

It stars Alan Ruck, beloved 
of Gen Xers for his star turn in 
“Ferris Beuller’s Day Off,” as the 
feckless Leo Bloom, and Lewis J. 
Stadlen as the gloriously scheming 
no-goodnik Max Bialystock, the 
heartless entrepreneurs who cook 


up a scheme to stage the world’s 
most noxious musical and fleece 
their Broadway angels out of loads 
of lovely money. 

Who needs Nathan Lane when 
he’s simultaneously appearing on 
every stage on the Great White 
Way? You can probably run into 
him hammily singing his guts out 
while you’re grabbing a shashlik in 
front of the Modern. 

The plot? Bloom meets 
Bialystock when Max is seducing 
little old ladies out of their money, 
and, uh, there’s a flamboyantly 
gay director and a hot Swedish 
secretary and the centerpiece 
of the musical-within-a-musi- 
cal is a little showstopper called 
“Springtime for Hitler,” which is 
exactly as evil as it sounds and, 
well, those with delicate consti- 
tutions need not apply.

Interest Rates

LEE PRICE, research director atthe 
Economic Policy Institute, was online 
Wednesday and discussed the Federal 
Reserve’s raising of a key interest rate 
by a quarter-point. 


What kinds of loans are keyed to 
the prime rate? 

Many borrowers — especially on 
small businesses and home equity 

— have loans that are “prime plus.” 
Depending on the credit risk, the 
loan maybe a quarter-point or three 
points above prime. The monthly 
interest on these loans will fluctu- 
ate with some posted prime rate 

— say from a major bank. 

What impact do you predict for 
mortgage interest rates? 

Longer-term rates have gone 
down today, but they are also high- 
er than they were several months 
ago. That suggests that the Fed 
has done a good job of signaling 
its intentions and of assuring peo- 
ple that the prospects for inflation 
will not require large rate hikes in 
the months to come. 

If interest rates go up, are home 
prices expected to go down? 

If short-term rates go up by 2 
or 3 percent in the next year, it will 
have a major effect on long-term 
rates, including mortgage rates. I do 
not predict that, in part because our 
economy has become quite attached 
to low mortgage rates. We are bor- 
rowing heavily against home equi- 
ty. A sharp increase in mortgage 
rates would dampen the demand for 
homes. Some worry about a hous- 
ing “bubble.” A gradual increase in 
rates would cause home prices to 
flatten, but not to fall. 

Will this increase have a positive 
impact on interest earned on things 
like personal savings accounts any 
time soon? 

It should have some impact, but 
the effects tend to be less immediate 
than the banks’ lending rates.
